117 Head Bring $52,085—A $2,500 Top 


Farm, Abington, Pennsylvania, registered the highest 

average for this breed during the present year. This 
average was considered satisfactory on account of the 
large proportion of young animals in the sale, nearly one- 
third of the entire sale being heifers under two years of 
age, and the absence of headliners commanding five- 
figure prices. Type along with production was in demand 
and those animals which had the combination for the most 
part brought fair prices. Off-type individuals, no matter 
how choice the breeding, were not in demand and the 
number of this classification in the sale was the main 
factor in bringing the sale average so far under last year’s 
figures. 

The top price of the sale was $2,500 for the three-year- 
old heifer, Bell Farm Matron, a daughter of King Mabel 
Segis Korndyke, out of a daughter of Susie Abbekerk 
Colantha, better known as “White Susie.” She was grand 
champion female in the show and was an outstanding in- 
dividual in every respect. She was purchased by Detroit 
Creamery Farms, Mt. Clemens, Michigan, after a spirited 
bidding contest with Charles L. Craig, Carmel, New York. 
These two breeders, along with Lilliberk Farms, Homer, 
Michigan, were the principal contenders for the tops of 
the sale all the way through. Mr. Craig was a contender 
on a large part of the really desirable stuff and succeeded 
in getting such good ones as Middleton Carrie Winona, the 
Middleton Farms star, at $875, a real value at this figure, 
and also got a bargain in the bull, Bell Farm Car Born 
King, at $750. This bull is a son of Dutchland Colantha 
Champion out of a 1.246-lb. daughter of Champion Echo 
Sylvia Pontiac and Pietje Car Born De Kol. Mr. Craig

secured eighteen head altogether at a total of $7,650, but 
in addition to this he was a contender on all four of the 
animals purchased by Detroit Creamery Farms for a total 
of $5,500 and on several of the eight head taken by Lilli- 
berk Farms at a total of $5,310. Detroit Creamery Farms, 
in addition to the $2,500 top of the sale, purchased Berks 
Spring Farm Alcartra, famous 1,100-lb. two-year-old from 
Berks Farm, at $1,600, and also paid $1,000 for Bell Farm 
Charity, a very beautiful two-year-old sired by a son ot 
Bell Farm Hattie, for whom Detroit Creamery Farms paid 
$4,000 in last year’s Brentwood Sale. The top in the 
Lilliberk purchases was Velvet Ormsby Fobes Beauty, a 
daughter of the new 40-lb. cow, Wisconsin Fobes Ormsby 
2d, and sired by Governor Fobes, one of the sons of Wis- 
consin Fobes 5th. This was a very beautiful yearling and 
brought $1,200. They also paid $1,000 for O. K. L. P. 
Abbekerk, a 23-lb. two-year-old sired by a 1,200-lb. son of 
Ormsby Korndyke Lad and out of Ormsby Sensation 
Abbekerk, the world’s record daughter of Ormsby Sensa- 
tion purchased by Lilliberk Farms in last year’s Brent- 
wood Sale for $1,100. She was consigned by Julius 
Schmid, Montgomery, New York. Another one of the real 
prizes of the sale going to Lilliberk is Daisy Queen Fobes 
Ormsby, a daughter of Ambassador Fobes, bred to King 
Bess Burke Fobes, a Detroit Creamery Farms consign- 
ment. She was first prize two-year-old in the Brentwood 
show and is a real prospect for this year’s shows. The 
price was $975.

ment. This famous 1,000-lb. three-year-old daughter of 
Sir Korndyke Ormsby Piebe and Cascade Blossom, al- 
though coming nine years old, brought $1,800 on the bid 
of William C. Schoof, Washington, Michigan. She was 
sold with an offer of $1,000 for her next calf, if a heifer, 
she being bred to Ambassador Fobes. The purchaser, 
however, did not accept this offer. 

The top price for bulls was $1,500 for Matador Segis 
Walker 14th, two-year-old son of Matador Segis Walker 
and the famous 1,360-lb. and 34,500-lb. cow, Nooksack 
Lunde Oregon De Kol. This bull, an outstanding individ- 
ual, was grand champion male in the Brentwood show and 
the price of $1,500 for such a combination of type and 
production and proven blood lines was far below his real 
value. The purchaser was Ben W. Spencer, Quinnessec, 
Michigan. He secured a rare bargain in this offering. 
Another bargain was the bull consigned by A. W. Morris 
& Sons Corporation of California. Prince Aaggie Aralia 
Mead was substituted for his twin brother advertised and 
while not quite as nice individually as the bull originally 
consigned, he was showing at great disadvantage because 
of a hard time in shipment. He went at $925 to the bid 
of William H. Landis, East Greenville, Pennsylvania, a 
price entirely out of proportion to the real l'reeding value 
of the bull. Osborne Farm, Willoughby, Ohio, secured a 
new herd sire through the purchase of King Sweet 4th 
from Essex County Hospital at $1,000. He should mate 
well with their line of breeding. One of his daughters was 
first prize yearling in the Exhibition. The offering of 117 
head was taken by thirty-seven buyers located in eleven 
states and two foreign countries. Pennsylvania, naturally, 
had the largest number of buyers with thirteen, New York 
coming next with five, followed by Michigan with four, 
New Jersey and Ohio with three each, Maryland with two 
and Tennessee, Massachusetts, Connecticut, South Caro- 
lina and Virginia with one each, the foreign countries 
being Cuba and Costa Rica. Aside from the buyers men- 
tioned the larger purchasers were Joseph O. Canby, Hulme- 
ville, Pennsylvania, who took six head at a total of $2,535; 
Central Poor District of Luzerne County, Retreat, Penn- 
sylvania, who selected five splendid cows at $2,525; Dr. 
M. Z. Gearhart, Reading, Pennsylvania, with three of the 
tops of the sale at $2,175; Yung Brothers, Germantown, 
New York, with five head at $1,525; Olcott Farms, Big 
Flats, New York, with five head, including a number of 
show prospects at $1,505, and Paul Smith of Newark 
Valley, New York, who selected eight heifers in the 
bargain class. Nine head brought $1,000 or better and 23 
others above $500. 

Haeger, Mack and Wood were all at their best and gave 
a very pleasing exhibition of Holstein salesmanship, re- 
flecting the cleancut methods that are the foundation of 
the popularity of the Brentwood Sales. Perfect weather 
prevailed throughout both days of the sale and the ex- 


hibition. At the close of the sale, Mr. Davidson extended 
an invitation to attend the Sixth Brentwood National Sale 
to be held at Brentwood Farm one year hence in 1927. 
The following summary is of interest, showing the 
average prices for the different ages, with and without 
records, etc. It will be noted that nearly half of the 
females of milking age were females untested. Among 
the heifers under two years of age, the importance of type 
is illustrated by the fact that the heifers from untested 
dams made a higher average than those from tested dams, 
due to the fact that these heifers were selected because of 
their outstanding individuality. It is interesting to note 
also that the bulls from short-time record dams made a 
slightly higher average than those from dams with yearly 
records in addition. This is not especially significant 
except to demonstrate that other factors than the yearly 
record of the dam are given consideration by buyers.

In spite of competition from the Athletics and Yankees, 


who were staging a counter attraction in Philadelphia, 
the Brentwood Exhibition, the afternoon preceding the 
sale, was well attended and was followed with keen inter- 
est. The purpose of this exhibition in connection witn 
the Brentwood Sales is two-fold; first, to attract entries 
of individuals of the highest type, and second, to give 
prospective purchasers a better opportunity to look them 
over. Bob Haeger made the awards this year and in each 
class he was able to find tops that would look good in 
any show ring. Bulls of all ages competed together, Mata- 
dor Segis Walker 14th, a two-year-old, being first and 
champion, followed by Sir Echo Belle Model Piebe, a 
grandson of Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King and out 
of Eco-Sylv Belle Model Pietje, second place for Avondale.

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HE matter of improvement of Holstein-Friesian 
7 cattle in form, which has been hanging fire the last 
three years, is now squarely before our breeders. 
It is @ momentous problem; and on its wise solution 
depends the future of our great breed. All the dairy 
preed associations must face this same protlem; for they 
are now all before the court of public opinion. They 
st show cause for the existance of their books of 
rd must provide means for their breeders to show 
that pure breeding may mean something more than 
urity of blood. The grades of the dairy breeds far exceed 
ja pure breds in number; while their mass is constantly 
wing through the increasing use of pure bred sires and 
the large number of unrecorded pure breds year by year 
added to the grades. Only by analyzing the entries in 
the herd-books for the last ten years can one realize the 
at numbers of unrecorded pure breds in America. 
Recorded pure bred cows are in constant competition with 
es and unrecorded pure breds; and they must show 
that they are more desirable from the dairy farmer's 
standpoint. Every man who keeps a cow for milk pro- 
duction is to that extent a dairy farmer; and he wants 
the cow from which he can obtain the largest return. 
The recorded pure bred cow must keep in the lead or 
she will be out of luck. 

Up to the present time the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion has lead the procession in breed improvement, will 
it now yield leadership to any other association? I 
think not. I have confidence that we have the energy, 
the brains and the skill to solve the problem first and 80 
hold our lead. We have all the machinery and equip- 
ment needed; all we require for success is good horse 
sense in the adjustment of that machinery and unanimity 
of purpose in our efforts to make it run smoothly. The 
situation is not new; it was forseen by our predecessors 
of forty years ago, and they tried to provide for it. The 
system of advanced registration as organized was double 
barreled; it combined form with production. But they 
had neither the means nor the machinery nor the organ- 
ization nor the experience with which to make a success; 
they just did the best they could with what they had, and 
had to let it go at that. 

Also, the need for attention to form was not as pressing 
at it is now; all thought that the demonstration of 
production should come first, and many believed in 
making a success of that before going further. So, inspec- 
tion of cattle for advanced registration, which at the 
start, with Mr. Hoxie and Mr. Burchard doing most of 
the scaling and measuring, was largely a success, lan- 
guished; it being found that men without experience and 
training could not be depended upon to measure correctly, 
to say nothing of handling the Scale of Points with 
uniformity. Yet breeders here and there, with some 
professors of dairy husbandry in the state agricultural 
colleges, were year after year appointed as Inspectors of 
Advanced Registry; although by the time I became 
Superintendent, supervisors were doing such inspection 
as was done, inspection having been made optional many 
years before. I studied the question of what must be 
done for a year, and reached the conclusion that I must 
recommend to the Board of Officers, of which I was ex 
officio a member, that inspection should be discontiued 
for the present. This was done; and inspection lay 
dormant for eighteen years, the Board yearly going 
through the form of appointing Inspectors of Advanced 
Registry and so keeping the idea alive. 


I see but two ways by which we may reach this desired 
improvement in form; and I have considered both care- 
fully. The one is through selective registration for the 
Herd Book, every animal being inspected before a certi- 
ficate igs issued, as is done in Holland; the other is through 
a revision of the original plan of advanced registration 
along such lines as will combine form with production 
successfully. The Friesian (Holstein-Friesian) district of 
Holland is so small that one may cross it in any direction 
by auto in a few hours; and a plan that works success- 
fully there would be expensive beyond measure in 
America because of its immense size. Again, in Fries- 
land and neighboring districts of Holland the Friesian 
cattle were the common cattle of the country; and the 
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only way to establish a herd for improvement was to 
do so on the basis of selective registration, selecting the 
best from the mass of common cattle, and then allowing 
no progeny of the selected cattle to be recorded that 
might fall below the standard fixed. 

Our early importers did the best they could in making 
their selections in Holland; and when we had enough pure 
bred cattle to use as a basis we established an Advanced 
Register for selective registration in America, making 
such registration a voluntary act, not compulsory. [ 
do not regard the Holland plan as practicable for America 
nor desirable. I do not think that our breeders would 
stand for the expense nor for the exasperating delays to 
their business that would result from deferred registration. 
If they often find fault now, with the Secretary’s office 
managed with the highest efficiency, what would result 
if they had to wait for inspection before registration? 

But selective registration through advanced registration, 
being voluntary, is an entirely different thing. The only 
question that can be raised is as to whether it is practicable. 
I am not inclined to be visionary, and believe in applying 
the rules of hard comon sense to every problem. Nor 
am I loking for perfection in any plan, but only for a 
plan that is workable and one that will give us a basis 
on which to build. It has been proposed that every cow 
that has met or shall meet the present requirements for 
an A. R. certificate shall be eligible in a score on form; 
and that if the cow scales 75 or more points of the Scale 
of Points she shall appear in the Advanced Register with 
her score. If any cow accepted on form has shown on test 
an excess production of not less than 25% above the 
requirements for the age, she becomes either a Red 
Ribbon or a Blue Ribbon cow on form. The dividing line 
is at 85 points on score. Below 85 points and not less than 
75 points constitutes the Red Ribbon Division on sgore; 
85 points or more constitutes the Blue Ribbon Division. 
A Red Ribt'on cow with an excess production of 50% over 
requirements becomes a Bronze Medal cow; a Blue Rib- 
bon cow with the same excess becomes a Gold Medal cow. 

Any bull two years old or older which is either the 
son of an A. R. cow or himself the sire of four or more 
A. R. cows is eligible to a score on form. He must scale 
75 or more points to pass; and 85 points is again the 
dividing line. Below he becomes an X bull; at 85 or 
above, a XX bull. An X bull with four or more Bronze 
Medal daughters or four daughters part Bronze Medal 
and part Gold Medal, becomes an X Bronze Medal bull. 
With four Gold Medal daughters he becomes an X Gold 
Medal bull. In the same way a XX bull may be either 
XX Bronze Medal or XX Gold Medal. If the terms Red 
Ribbon and Blue Ribbon seems cumbersome, and it is 
thought best not to give ribbons as honors, call the 
divisions A and AA; and increase production requirements 
for medals if thought best. Such changes are merely 
matters of detail. 

To summarize and translate into terms of fat produc- 
tion, it means that full-aged cows producing 16 to 20 Ibs. 
fat in 7 days, or 412 to 510 lbs. fat in 305 days with a 
calf within 14 months, or 480 to 600 lbs. fat in one year, 
are entitled to a score on form if they can scale 75 points 
or more, but cannot become ribbon cows. It means that 
to become a ribbon cow the cow must not only scale 
not less than 75 points of the Scale of Points but must 
produce in some one division an amount of fat not 
less than the larger amount for that division mentioned 
above. It means that cows with A. R. productions of not 
less than 24 lbs. fat in 7 days, or not less than 612 Ibs. 
fat in 305 days with a calf within 14 months, or not less 
than 720 lbs. fat in one year, which have become ribbon 
cows on form, become medal cows on production, either 
Bronze Medal or Gold Medal as the cow herself may be 
either Red Ribbon or Blue Ribbon on form. The bull 
is either X or XX on form; while both the bull and the 
cow become either Bronze Medal or Gold Medal on pro- 
duction—the bull on the production of his daughters, 
the cow on her own production. 

No question can be raised as to the production side of 
the proposition; only the matter of a reasonably accurate 
scaling for form need be considered. That different 
judges at different fairs with different ideals of perfec-

The Call for the Convention 


N THIS ISSUE we are reproducing the Call for the 
| Forty-Firse Annual Convention of the Holstein-Friesian 

Association of America to be held Wednesday, June 
2, at Des Moines, Iowa. A prelimiary meeting of the del- 
egates will be held on June 1, for discussion of the various 
matters included in the Call, but no formal vote can be 
taken on matters requiring official action of the dele- 
gates until the legal date, the first Wednesday in June. 

Last year, the discussion centered largely on the mat- 
ter of milk marketing. The upshot of the matter was that 
the Board of Directors was given authority to spend up 
to $50,000 in milk promotion work. When it came down 
to the actual spending of this money, however, it was 
found that there were several conflicting ideas regarding 
the proper procedure. Several different plans had been 
tried in the past, some of which appeared to have given 
results and others were still in the experimental stage. 
The Extension Committee, at the risk of being criticized 
for not proceeding at once to carry out the implied man- 
date of the Grand Rapids convention in regard to the ex- 
penditure of the sum of $50,000 for milk promotion work, 
decided to make a comprehensive study of the needs of 
the situation through a series of regional survey con- 
ferences. These were well planned and have given the 
Extension Committee and through it the Foard of Di- 
rectors a view of the actual needs of the situation that 
was not available before. 

One of the striking revelations of these survey con- 
ferences was the fact that in only a few sections of the 
country is the milk marketing problem an acute one. 
Analysis of the situation in those few sections has seemed 
to indicate that many of the troubles complained of could 
best be remedied by the breeders themselves in those 
districts. There has come, in fact, a conviction that this 
problem of special markets for Holstein milk is largely 
an individual problem. At best, only a small proportion 
of the Holstein breeders will ever go after such special 
markets. Only a small proportion of them, in fact, are 
located and situated so that they can do so economically. 
The great bulk of the products of the Holstein cow will 
continue, as in the past, to be sold in the general fluid 
market or made up into the various dairy products. It 
is clearly, therefore, not the function of the National As- 
sociation to market the milk of its members but rather 
to provide such service and assistance as is possible for 
the breeder who wishes to build a special market for him- 
self. Suggestions as to procedure of proven value, help- 
ful printed matter to be furnished to such breeders at cost, 
and making available experienced service in studying and 
analyzing any special problems in marketing breeders 
may have, supplemented by general advertising, perhaps 
in the medical journals and the other professional pub- 
lications going to the people who are prescribing the kinds 
of milk to be used, appear now to be the most attraciive 
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and practical ways to serve the industry along the line 
of Holstein milk marketing to make the appropriation show 
the greatest tangible returns. It is possible to throw away 
a great deal of money in marketing attempts that through 
certain fundamental weaknesses are unable to return much 
of permanent value to the industry at large. 


This year it is evident that interest will center around 
the discussion of selective registration. There wil] also 
be a report from a special committee of the Board on this 
subject. Regardless of whether or not definite action on 
the subject is taken at the meeting, these discussions 
will be helpful in bringing about a better understanding 
of the problem and with such better understanding will 
come a more intelligent application of the principles of 
selective registration by the breeders themselves in their 
own individual herds.

The entertainment being planned by the local committee 
“listens” well. The record-breaking vote for delegates ip.

Special Railroad Rates to Des Moines 


The following letter from Secretary F. L. Houghton, re. 
garding the matter of reduced rates to the Des Moines 
convention is of interest. It is not of personal concern, 
of course, to the delegates elected as their railroad fare 
is paid by the Association, but in the aggregate it makes 
considerable difference to the Association and every mem- 
ber going by train, therefore, should take pains to get a 
certificate in order to help make possible this great gay- 
ing in cost to the Association as well as for the personal 
advantage it will be to thoze other than delegates who are 
attending the convention. Following is the letter from 
Secretary Houghton: 


The Western Passenger Association has offered reduced 
rates to Des Moines provided 250 certificates are turned in at 
Des Moines at the time of the Annual Convention. It is ex- 
pected that the other Trunk Line Association wiil grant the 
same privilege. 

Although the railroads offered reduced rates last year to 
Grand Rapids, there was not a sufficient number of certificates 
to obtain the lower fare because so many made the trip by 
automobile. Every delegate, member and member of his 
family is entitled to a certificate and should insist upon get- 
ting one when buying a ticket to Des Moines. 

These certificates are to be turned in at registration head- 
quarters in Hotel Fort Des Moines for validation, and if the 
required number of 250 is collected it will mean half fare for 
the return trip, and that delegates and members.will save 
hundreds of dollars in car fare. Will you please give this 
full publicity? 

The secretaries of every state, county and local Holstein 
club are being notified of the possibility of reduced fares and 
asked to bring it to the attention of all likely to make the 
trip to Des Moines.

Brentwood 


NOTHER objective in the spring sale season has 
Aven successfully met and passed. The Brentwood 

Sale last week offered further evidence of the sound- 
ness of the Holstein market and established a new high 
average for the year. That it did not equal the average 
price of the Brentwood Sale of last year is not significant. 
This year’s event lacked the sensational headliners of 
last year’s sale. In that sale it will be memembered, the 
three top animals sold for a total of $23,000, which alone 
would add $200 per head to the average selling price for 
the entire sale. 

In this year’s sale, there were no tops comparable to 
those of last year’s event and while the general average 
quality of the sale was good, there were several consign- 
ments which included quite a number of animals that 
had no place in a sale of Brentwood quality. The prices 
paid for these animals demonstrated the fact that the 
buying public today is not willing to pay good money for 
mediocre individuals no matter how illustrious their ped- 
igrees may be or how much they may represent in the 
way of record backing and famous relatives. 

Ringside observers, generally, were agreed that the 
general level of prices at this year’s Brentwood was 
thoroughly satisfactory and at the same time reasonable 
from the standpoint of the purchaser. Many favorable 
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comments were heard upon the clean-cut, above-board 
manner in which the sale was conducted. 

The industry needs the Brentwood Sale and the an- 
nouncement that Mr. Davidson plans to hold his sixth 
sale in this series next year should be welcome news to 


preeders.

King of the Ormsbys, 
until his recent death, had been the senior sire over a 
long period of years and now that he has passed on his 
place is taken by two of his sons, one of them, Winterthur 
Bess Ormsby Boast, resulting from his being mated with 
his full sister, Bess Johanna Ormsby, and the other, 
Winterthur Bess Burke Best, being the result of breeding 
Spring Brook Bess Burke 2d to her own son, King of the 
Ormsbys. Consistent development of their program year 
after year on a large scale is carried out in this herd 
with results that few herds are able to duplicate. In this 
herd also they are pioneering in the subject of abortion 
control and have built up a herd that is negative to the 
blood test. 


FURRIERS 
J. A. STANTON 


On Sunday, May 9, occurred the death of J. A. Stanton, 
at his home in New Woodstock, Madison County, New 
York. He was about 76 years old at the time of his 
death. Mr. Stanton commenced breeding Holsteins in 
1898, joining the Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
in 1902. In 1908, his son, Edwin M., joined him in the 
frm of J. A. Stanton & Son, and their Hilldale Stock 
Farm at New Woodstock was for many years one of the 
foremost breeding establishments of the country. The 
The reputation of their herd was built primarily upon the 
blood of King Segis Beets, one of the most famous sons 
of King Segis, born and developed in this herd. They 
retired from the breeding business, however, a number 
of years ago and the last few years of his life Mr. Stan- 
ton has spent in comparative idleness although his long 
years of activity made it impossible to be really happy 
when not busy. His many friends among the older mem- 
bers of the Holstein fraternity will regret to learn of his 
passing and will join us in extending condolences to the 
bereaved family. 


ATOR SAE TTET 
WILLIAM TODD 


The death at Cascade Farm on April 10, of William 
Todd, senior member of the firm of William Todd & 
Sons, Holstein breeders of Yakima, removed a man whose 
name had been associated with black-and-whites for more 
than 25 years, and whose work left an indelible impression 
upon the breed in the Pacific Northwest. Mr. Todd was 
born in Scotland, February 7, 1843, and along with a 
public school education, acquired in his native country 
a thorough knowledge of farming. In 1874 he married 
Miss Grace Milroy, and several years later they came 
to this country, financially poor but strong in the determin- 
ation to succeed. They came to Yakima from Minnesota 
in February, 1894, and a little over eight years later they 
bought the farm which has become so widely known as 
the home of Cascade Holsteins, and on which they had 
lived more than 24 years. Mr. Todd is survived by his 
widow; by two sons, Alex and William, who have con- 
ducted the business of late; and by three daughters, all 
residents of the Yakima valley. The work of the Todds, 
in breeding Holsteins has been reviewed more than once 
in these columns. 

Suffice it to say any here that by line breeding on the 
blood of Sir Johanna Ruth Fayne and by introducing 
later that of Sir Korndyke Ormsby Piebe, they built a 
herd which for type and production was not surpassed 
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by any other farmer’s herd in the Northwest. Advocates 
of the cow-testing association, of official testing, of the 
show ring, and of every other agency for advancing the 
purebred, for many years they were leaders in the in- 
dustry. Only a short time before Mr. Todd’s death they 
sold 40 head to Carnation Milk farms, but they retained 
enough good young females to build another herd by 
mating them to the Creator bull ownership of which they 
share with B. D. McBlheer & Son. 


The Extension Committee Meeting 


A meeting of the Extension Committee of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America was held at the 
Bellevue-Stratford, Philadelphia, May 4. All members of 
the committee were present except Mrs. McCormick, the 
chairman, who was prevented from attending by illness 
in her family. The results of the various regional sur- 
veys made by the Extension Department during the past 
few months were discussed and considered. Particular 
attention was given to the recent very thorough survey of 
the milk situation in the Philadelphia district. As a re- 
sult of the whole discussion, the committee voted to rec- 
ommend to the Board of Directors the appointment of a 
milk marketing specialist to continue these milk surveys 
and to give individual attention to breeders or groups of 
breeders requesting assistance in marketing Holstein 
milk. The committee also recommends to the Board that 
the appropriation for advertising Holstein milk be in- 
creased to permit the publication of advertising in a iarger 
group of medical, hospital, nurse and health journals. The 
matter of advertising Holstein milk in the womens’ mag- 
azines was discussed and as some differences of opinion 
existed among the members of the committee in regard 
the advisability of this type of advertising, it was decided 
to pass it on to the Board of Directors for further discus- 
sion and consideration. It was felt by some members 
of the committee that inasmuch as the operations of the 
Association showed a substantial surplus last year the 
Association is in a position to spend up to $30,000 a year 
for this type of advertising. 


The committee also discussed ways to bring about 
a closer touch between the state associations and the Na- 
tional Extension Service in the interest of greater ef- 
ficiency. It was decided to work out a more complete 
service along the line of milk literature to be available 
for breeders catering to special Holstein milk markets. 
In the Philadelphia district, it was decided to have the 
Eastern representative, Mr. Crissey, spend about one-third ° 
of his time working generally with the distributors in the 
interest of greater cooperation with the producers and 
to help organize the Holstein producers for better market- 
ing and promotion work.

HAMPSHIRE-FRANKLIN MASS., BREEDERS MEET 


The spring meeting of the Hampshire-Franklin Holstein- 
Friesian Breeders’ Club was held Saturday, April 24, 1926 
at Boyden’s Banquet Hall, Northampton, Mass. Thirty 
members gathered around the table for a most excellent 
dinner, after which a very interesting program was carried 
out. 

In the absence of President Elder, who is still confined 
to his home because of illness, and the Vice-Presidents, 
County Agent Payne acted as toastmaster. 

The first speaker was Allen N. Crissey, Eastern Field 
Representative, of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
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America. He told in a very forcible and interesting 
way of the progress made by the Holstein breed of cattle. 
The breeders were urged to maintain only those cows 
that would produce efficiently as poor producers were 
just as much of a detriment to a farmer as fake oil stock. 
The importance of raising leguminous roughage and 
economical feed was pointed out. Mr. Crissey stressed 
the importance of organization work in order to accomp- 
lish greater things than would be possible by a single 
breeder. 

Professor Frandsen, Head of the Department of Ani- 
mal Husbandry and Dairying at theMassachusetts Agricul- 
tural College, spoke concerning the necessity of teaching 
the public the value of milk, placing emphasis on the point 
that it is unjust to value milk on the fat content alone 

Short talks were also given by County Agent Payne, 
Secretary Peabody of the New England Holstein-Friesian 
Association and Professor J. A. Foord; the latter urged 
the importance of preparing the boys for a long full life of 
usefulness on the farm by giving them an Agricultural 
College education. 

These remarks were followed by County Agent Putnam 
showing the moving picture film—“Jonathan Barr’s Con- 
version” a two-reei story film picturing the advantages of 
the cow testing association and purebred bull. 

Rules for the production contest were fully discussed 
after which the Committe drew up the following rules: 

The Hampshire Franklin Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ 
Club will award a suitable cup to the registered cow 
making the best record for the year 1926. The following 
are the rules. . 

1. Eligibility: Cow must be a registered Holstein owned 
by a member of this club. 

2. Acceptance of Records: Cow testing association 
records and records made under the rules of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America will be the only records 
accepted. 
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3. Year: Test must be finished within the calendar Year 
January 1, 1926 to December 31, 1926. 

4. Points: In figuring records one (1) point Will pe 
given for each pound of butter fat produced during the 
year; four (4) points will be given for each one hundred 
pounds of milk produced during the year. 

5. Handicaps: Heifers under five years of age will pe 
given a handicap of one pound of butter fat ang forty 
pounds of milk for every ten days under five years of aga 
This handicap will be added to the yearly record. } 

q Calving Requirement: Cow must drop a living ear 
within a period of not exceeding fifteen months from 
birth of last previous calf. 


7. The cup will be engraved with the name of the wip. 
ning cow, her record, and the name of her owner. The 
cup is to become the poperty of the member winning jt 
three times. 

8. The cup will be awarded at the spring meeting of 
the club.

Requirements for standardization of 
herds, The Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America as recommended 
by committee from Oregon State Hol- 
stein Breeders Association. 

Eligibility 

Any breeder of purebred Holstein- 
Friesian cattle, who belongs to the 
recognized state Holstein-Friesian as- 
sociation, and if a member of a Na- 
tional Holstein-Friesian Association, 
that he be a member of The Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America, is 
eligible to apply for inspection for 
Standardization. 


Health 


All animals must be accredited as 
free from T. B. by the Standard desig- 
nated as the U. S. B. A. I. They shall 
also be free from infectious Foot Rot 
and Hoof-and-Mouth disease. They 
shall take abortion tests at least once 
yearly and no herd which shows more 
than 10% actual aborters shall be 
recognized as a standard herd. In 
the event that there is any evidence of 
T. B., infectious Foot Rot, and Hoof- 
and-Mouth disease, or over 10% 
actual aborters, the herd shall be 
placed on probation for a period of six 
months, at the end of which time, 
other necessary tests and inspections 
will be given to determine the health 
condition of the herd, and if they meet 
the requirements as stated, they shall 
be considered as eligible for the 
Standard Herd. 


Herd Sire 

The sire shall be an animal whose 
dams’ and _ sires’ dams’ production 
average is not less than 750 pounds 
of fat for the year, for a mature cow, 
or its equivalent for younger stock. 
This rule shall be modified to include 
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animals of lesser production, provid- 
ing at least three other animals in the 
pedigree have S. O. tests which shall 
bring the production average of all 
five dams to not less than 750 pounds 
for the year. The production shall be 
raised to 800 pounds, within a period 
of ten years. The sire shall also be 
an animal of special individuality, 
scoring not less than 75 points, using 
the Official Scale of Points, for the 
Holstein bull. 


Females 


All females past one year of age 
must score at least 65 points using 
the Official Scale of Points for Hol- 
stein cows. All milking females must 
be on semi-official or cow testing as- 
sociation records of long-time test, 
and must make an average of not less 
than 350 pounds of fat for the year, 
for mature cows, or equivalent for 
younger. This rule is construed to 
work in harmony with the proposed 
herd test plan. No female making 
less than 300 pounds of fat for the 
year for mature cows or its equivalent 
for younger stock, shall be eligible for 
standardization. In addition to the 
above requirements 10% of the milk- 
ing herd shall produce not less than 
700 pounds of fat for the year for 
mature cows, or its equivalent for 
younger animals. 
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Young Stock 


All young stock born of Standard- 
ized sire and dam shall be known as 
standard until they have attained the 
age of one year when they shall be in- 
spected and scored in the same 
manner as mature animals. Animals 
under one year, sold from a Standard 
Herd, are not recognized as Standard, 
and are not to be.sold as such until 
after they have been successfully 
scored. 


Administration 


The administration of this depart- 
ment shall be performed by the Secre- 
tary of the National Association, 
through a sub-secretary known as 
“Manager of Standardization” whose 
office shall be so located as deemed 
best by the Board of Directors of the 
Holstein Association. 


‘ Expense 
The expense of inspecting and scor- 

ing herds shall be borne by the own- 
ers thereof, and shall be carried on 
by the Manager of Standardization 
whose duty it shall be to work co- 
operatively with Extension Specialists 
from the various State Agricultural 
Colleges.

If the act of aborting could be said to be a disease then it could be well termed an acute 
Abortion, however, is only a symptom which may be repeatedly manifested in the same 
All classes of bovine animals are susceptible. Pregnant animals are apparently more susceptible 
than other females. Occasionally calves are born infected and remain infected to maturity. Most 
young calves, however, cease to react before six months of age. Non-pregnant animals including 
virgin heifers also become infected. 

It is generally believed that Bacillus abortus Bang is taken into the digestive tract through the 
mouth of the mother, and reaching the uterus by the circulation, attacks the membranes which sur- 
round the fetus and by working on these membranes destroys some of the connections of the young 
and the mother, and interfering with the nourishment of the fetus, causes irritation and contraction 
of the uterus and as a consequence the calf is born before it is fully developed, either dead or alive, 
depending upon whether the nourishment had been sufficiently interfered with or not. 

Other possible channels of infection are through the eye, nose, teat canal and vagina. 

The disease is usually first made manifest by the appearance of an abortion, although the act of 
aborting is not its only characteristic. If cows are carefully observed each day in herds where 
‘abortions are occurring it may be noticed that most of them show signs of abortion a short time 
before it occurs. The symptoms are often overlooked. The signs or symptoms may be a slight 
swelling or reddening of lips of the vulva, with slight discharge of mucus and enlargement of the 
udder, and in milking cows, probably a slight increase in the amount of milk. There may also be 
slight relaxation of the ligaments at the base of the tail and a general uneasiness. There may be 
seen in a less marked degree, the same line of symptoms as can be observed when a cow is due to 
calve at full term.

Scoring 


Scoring and inspection of the 
various herds shall be done by a 
person appointed by the Board of 
Directors of The Holstein-Friesian 
Association, one appointee for each 
state. 


Merits of Excellence 


Upon completion of any point, or 
points, of excellence in the Herd, the 
owner thereof may apply to the 
Manager of Standardization for a 
Certificate of Merit; the application 
shall be on a specially prepared blank 
and must be duly verified before a 
Notary or other qualified officer. The 
manager, having satisfied himself that 
the allegations are true, must present 
the applicant with a card indicating 
the particular point, or points, for 
which the herd has qualified and upon 
completion of all qualifications for a 
Standard Herd, the owner thereof 
shall be presented with a Certificate 
of Merit by the President and Secre 
tary of The Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion and by the Manager of Standard- 
ization. Any herd whose owner holds 
such a certificate shall be termed an 
“Official Standard Herd.” 

23. By Mr. W. B. Barney, Legisla- 
tive and Dairy Specialist of The Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America: 


‘Whereas, The former Score Card for 
market milk adopted by the Dairy ' Divi- 
sion. of the United States Department of 
Agriculture calls for 4 per cent fat and 


12.70 total solids in order for milk to re- 
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ceive a perfect score; and 

“Whereas, This is an apparent in- 
justice for the reason that milks con- 
taining both more and less than 4 per 
cent fats and more or less than 12.70 per 
cent total solids may certainly be con- 
sidered perfect from the standpoint of its 
use as food, 

“Therefore Be It Resolved, That The 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
respectfully requests the officials of the 
American Dairy Science Association and 
the Dairy Division of the United States 
Department of Agriculture to amend the 
Score Card for market milk so as to 
provide a minimum fat content. for per- 
fect scoring milk, and 


“Be It Further Resolved, That such 
minimum fat content requirement be 
fixed at 3.25 per cent with total solids 
not less than 11.75 per cent. 


24. Proposal of Amendment of the 
By-Laws by Jas. A. Reynolds, Cleve- 
land, Ohio: To amend Article IIL, 
Section 7, to read as follows: 


“Members of this Association residing 
within a district may by petition nomi- 
nate any individual member as a dele- 
gate from such district by sending to the 
Secretary of the Association a petition 
nominating such individual member. In 
districts having ten (10) or more dele- 
gates the number of signatures required 
shall be five (5) and in all other dis- 
tricts having less than ten (10) dele- 
gates, the number of signatures re- 
quired shall be three (3).

(b) To prescribe how the official Scale 
of Points shall be applied by the Official 
Judges and by the Inspectors of Ad- 
vanced Registry and by the inspectors of 
any selective registration, with a view 
of securing a uniform judgment of the 
cattle. 

(c) To decide all matters of difference 
that may arise between owners of cattle, 
Official Judges and Inspectors, and the 
Superintendent of Advanced Registry; 
and to decide all matters pertaining to 
the scoring of cattle, and all matters per- 
taining to the type section of Advanced 
Registry, subject to the approval of the 
Board of Directors.

tion in their minds will often disagree in the placing of 
animals is well known, and is to be expected. Also 
human judgment is not infallible and the best men may 
make mistakes. But the main trouble is in the holding 
of different ideals by judges as to what constitutes 
perfection. The Association has spent a very large sum, 
and spent it wisely, in working out composite ideal forms 
for the breed; and the Association has formally adopted 
these ideal forms as the models to which we are to work. 
Heretofore there has been nothing more than the shadowy 
ideal in each judge’s mind for him to work to in the 
ring; but now he is supposed to carry the model form 
in mind and in comparing animals with one another and 
with the models, to place those animals in the order that 
they approach the ideal in excellence. If a judge cannot 
carry the model form in his mind or has other concep- 
tions of what constitutes ideal form, he is clearly not 
fitted to judge Holstein-Friesian classes. 

The scaling for form is an even more delicate matter 
than the judging in the ring. There are, or should be, 
two animals before the inspector—the one before him 
in the flesh and the other, the ideal, before him in his 
mind. He must see both with equal clearness or he 
cannot make a success of his work. Two men who have 
not worked together so as to attain a measure of 
uniformity should not be expected to obtain approximately 
uniform results. Our judges have made a failure when 
they have tried it, and results have proved that such a 
method is wrong. Years ago Mr. Hoxie and Mr. Burchard 
worked together and then separately; and I was assured 
that in their scaling they obtained very close results. 
When Mr. Hoxie tried to use other untrained inspectors 
at a distance he found too wide differences in their work, 
and that some could not even scale the same animal 
twice with a reasonable degree of uniformity. Yet he 
declared that it was not difficult to do if the inspector 
worked methodically with an ideal in mind. He knew 
he could do it himself, that he and Mr. Burchard could 
seale practically alike, and he believed that other judges 
could be trained to get reasonably close results. But 
there was no money then to employ really competent 
inspectors, and he had no way to prove his claim. 

It is different now. We have skilled men available and 
the means to pay them a fair compensation. The very 
men who have given us the ideal model in form can 
help us in the obtaining of the greatest possible good 
from the work they have already done. I have full 
confidence in their ability, if they are given authority 
and once really set about it. Perhaps they would revise 
the Scale of Points, making slight changes; and certainly 
they would need to adopt a system of discredits, increas- 
ing the discredits as compared to the old scale. With 
the old scale there was a double scaling of the animal. 
First it was scaled on points by sections and then as a liv- 
ing whole, the total discredits possible being divided nearly 
equally between the two scalings. I am not inclined to 
butt in on the judges’ work, regarding myself as a _back 
number in that line; but I do think that the double 
system has its advantages. Many an animal scaling well 
in points goes down markedly when scaled additonally as 
a living whole, under the double system, for vigor, sym- 
metry, fineness, style and bearing. This latter is really 
show’ ring work, and is all important. A total allowable 


a 


discredit of twenty points on these five characteristics 
would go far towards making the scaling more accurate 
as a whole. But these again are matters of detail for 
the judges’ committee to carefully consider and act upon 
as seems best. 

It may be objected that I am not specific enough in my 
advocacy of this plan. If so, I would say that any such 
lack is intentional on my part, I believing that matters 
of detail should be left to a committee. But in a general 
way I may say that I would not think it desirable to have 
more than three inspectors, perhaps but two to start, 
they to be men selected for their ability as judges, and 
the skill with which they can handle the score card 
adopted. I would have them men of standing and such 
as to inspire confidence. I have already said that such 
men should be paid a fair compensation for their 
services. I think the costs of inspection should be divided 
between the owner and the Association. The Associa- 
tion should bear a part, because breeders as a whole 
profit from anything that profits the breed. The owner 
should bear a part, because the will directly profit through 
the increased value of his cattle. 


IT would prefer a flat rate, as used by the Canadians, 
and would suggest six dollars each for bulls and three 
dollars for cows. In such case the Association would 
pay all salaries and travelling expenses; the owner would 
in part reimburse through the fees paid. Should the 
objection that some bull or cow might on total score get 
a point or so more and some animal of equal excellence 
a point or so less than deserved condemn the plan? By 
no means; for a score if even approximately correct will 
be greatly to the advantage of any owner. What we need 
is to get a start, and then to grow better and more 
accurate as we gain experience. If we wait for perfection, 
we will never begin. Besides I would allow an appeal, 
at the expense of the owner, from the decision of any one 
inspector to the full board of inspectors. The Canadian 
Association allows the right of appeal; but no owner has 
yet appealed. What owner would not rejoice in having 
a XX G. M. (Double X Gold Medal) bull at the head of 
his herd; or exhibit with pride an AA G. M. cow to his 
friends? Would not ribbons and medals be shown with 
pride and treasured in the family? 


We have passed the depths of depression and are now 
again on the up grade; but for our best success we need 
a stimulus to our efforts. We need to set a new mark 
for our aim in order to* thoroughly revivify our Associa- 
tion. Such a plan as proposed will give it new life; for it 
will vitalize the efforts of the breeders who constitue the 
Association. In this plan the small breeder is on a par 
with the larger breeder; all can make use of their skill in 
like manner. Would this be the final step forward? 
Indeed no. The time will surely come when no animal 
will be admitted to registration in our Herd Book whose 
sire is not A. R. on form as well as production; while 
in a more distant future advanced registration for both 
sire and dam will be required. I wish that all of our 
breeders could appreciate Mr. Hoxie’s efforts as I 
appreciate them. I wish all could see advanced registra- 
tion as I see it. But we Americans are for the most part 
opportunists. It is the present that counts with us; we 
are not inclined to look far ahead. Yet it is only through 
keeping an eye on the requirements of the future that 
we can avoid mistakes in the present; and as our pre- 
decessors did their best to provide for us, so we should 
do what we can to provide both for ourselves and those 
who follow us. Shall we take this important step 
forward?

FIRST COUNTY IN U. S. FREED OF 
SCRUB AND GRADE BULLS 


Purebred bulls, 140. grade bulls, 0; 
scrub bull, 0. 

This is the official bull count for 
Union County, Kentucky, as reported 
to the United States Department of 
Agriculture by County Agent R. 0. 
Wilson and Wayland Rhoads, Field 
Agent in Animal Husbandry, Univer- 
sity of Kentucky. 

On April 22, 1926, the last farmer 
in Union County owning a grade bull 
sent him to the shambles and replaced 
him with a purebred. The accomplish- 
ment marks a culmination of a sys- 
tematic drive begun more than five 
years ago by L. C. Brewer, formerly 
county agent. At the beginning of 
1926 the county had disposed of all 
of its scrub bulls, and all but four 
grades, but not until April 22 was the 
last grade bull disposed of. So far 
as the records or information of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture show, Union County, Kentucky, 
is the first in the United States to 
reach a 100% purebred bull goal. 

Besides the accomplishment men-

tioned, Union County is third on the 
county honor list in the “Better Sires 
—Better Stock” campaign, fostered 
by the Bureau of Animal Industry and 
various States. This county has 550 
livestock owners who are using pure- 
pred sires for all classes of livestock 
raised and who are following breed- 
ing methods leading to still further 
improvement. The results were 
achieved by persistent and systematic 
work by the county agent and infiu- 
ential citizens in cooperation with the 
State College of Agriculture and the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

One of the means of stimulating in- 
terest in livestock improvement was 
the publication in July, 1924, of a spe- 
cial edition of the local paper, de- 
yoted entirely to the better-sires cam- 
paign and educational articles and il- 
lustration showing the value of better- 
pred livestock. The cattle industry 
of the county is largely devoted to 
beef production, thus making the 
achievement especially timely, in view 
of current Federal-State plans to im- 
prove the quality of meat. 


Campbell County, Kentucky, is now 
striving for the same achievement. 
Mr. Rhoads has informed the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture that the number 
of inferior bulls in Campbell County 
is being gradually reduced. On Jan- 
uary 1, 1925, there were 93 grade and 
scrub bulls in Campbell County. On 
January 1 of this year the number had 
been reduced to 48, and the last re- 
port, late in April, showed a further 
reduction to 22. Local campaign plans 
indicate that Campbell County will 
have none but purebred bulls in the 
fall of this year. 

The two factors that are chiefly re- 
sponsible for the wider use of pure- 
bred sires, livestock specialists of the 
Department of Agriculture assert are 
educational work and economic pres- 
sure. Persons raising inferior live- 
stock can not compete long with their 
neighbors who are raising animals of 
superior quality which, in most classes 
of stock, mature earlier and bring bet- 
ter prices.
